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Amal frees hostage, 

offers to transfer rest 
to Western embassy 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Shi’ite Amal militia 
leader Nabih Berri Wednesday broke dea- 
dlock in the 13-day Lebanon hostage crisis by 
freeing one of 40 Americans held in Beirut, 
while France was embroiled ill diplomatic 
moves to end the affair. 


Mr. Berri also offered to hand 
the remaining 39 hostages to a 
Western embassy in Beirut until 
demands of the gunmen who hij- 
acked a Trans World Airlines 
(TWA) Boeing 727 over Athens 
cm June 14 were met. 

The United States welcomed 
foe release of hostage Jimmy Dell 
Palmer, 48, who apparently has a 
heart condition. But it urged that 
the others be freed immediately, 
without conditions. 

Mr. Bern is negotiating on beh- 
alf of foe hijackers de manding foe 
release of 735 Lebanese, mainly 
ShFites, held in Israel. He told a 
news conference foe French and 
Swiss embassies were potential 
recipients of the hostages. 

In Pars, French External Rel- 
ations Minister Roland Dumas 
delayed a trip to Bonn to deal per- 
sonally. wifo Mr. Beni’s offer to 
transfer the captives to a Western 
embassy. 

A spokesman said France was 
ready to help in any way it eould. 
Although it did not intend playing 
a role of mediator or negotiator, it 
was keeping contact wifo 7 all con-, 
cemed. 1 - *. 

In Vienna, the Austrian Foreign 
Ministry said it would be ready to 
offer its Beirut embassy to take in 
foe hostages until foe demands of 


their captors were met 
“In principle we are always 
ready to help if we can save lives,” 
foe ministry's spokesman told 
Reuters. “What we can do in this 
case remains to be seen.” 

The spokesman said he did 
know if Mr. Beni had a particular 
country in mind but assumed he 
meant one which would guarantee 
foe hostages would stay in foe 
embassy until a settlement. 

He said Austria was not app- 
roached by Mr. Bern on the pro- 
posal but was currently consulting 
other governments. First it was 
irrqrortant to await Washington’s 
reaction to foe proposal. 

Austria earlier offered its good 
services to the parties involved to 
help reach a solution to the hos- 
tage crisis. 

Israeli Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin said that Israel will 
continue freeing Lebanese pri- 
soners whose release is demanded 
by the hijackers.

“Since then, the army has from 
time to time released groups of 
people, and it is our intention to 
continue this policy in foe future 
according to cabinet decisions/

The sources, who demanded 
anonymity, said 70 prisoners were 
scheduled to be released Thursday 
from Atlh, along the Med- 
iterranean ooast. But the sources 
cautioned that the plan could be 
delayed following Wednesday’s 
release of one of the hostages. 

Mr. Palmer was freed at Mr. 
Bern’s home during a news con- 
ference. He was escorted by 
armed Amal militiamen to Beirut 
airport and flown to Lamaca, 
jrus. 

le told reporters in Lamaca foe 
hostages have been held in “small 
groups. Four, maybe five, groups” 
since they were taken off foe hij- 
acked jetliner June 17, three days 
after it was seized. 

But on Tuesday night “we were 
all gathered in a compound in Bei- 
rut. I saw all foe hostages last 
night. As far as I know, everyone's 
well.” 

The hostages were gathered 
together for foe first time since 
June 17 for a visit by two int- 
ernational Red Cross officials, one 
a physician.

Moscow deplores TWA hijack, 
but blames U.S. Mideast policy 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — A 
Soviet Foreign Ministry official on 
Wednesday condemned the TWA 
hijacking and the holding of Ame- 
ricans as hostages in Lebanon, but 
he declined to say specifically 
what, if anything, foe Soviet 
Union might be doing to gain their 
release. 

The official also said that while 
foe Soviet Union was concerned 
about the “human tragedy” inv- 
olving the hostages, foe United 
States must also realise that “ter- 
rorism is not created from not- 
hing.” 

The statement was made by 
Vladimir Lomeiko, spokesman 
for foe Foreign Ministry, at a bri- 
efing for reporters here on foe 
40th anniversary of foe founding 
of the United Nations. 

Lomeiko spoke about the hij- 


acking in response to questions. 

“The Soviet Union has rep- 
eatedly expressed its attitude tow- 
ard foe problem of hostages and 
such acts are classified by us as 
inadmissible,” he said. 

“Fully realising foe human tra- 
gedy related to such a situation, 
nevertheless I advise you (to be 
aware of) reasons for such a sit- 
uation, because terrorism is not 
created from nothing,” Lomeiko 
said. 

He made a specific reference to 
foe guns of the U.S. battleship 
New Jersey firing on Lebanese 
shores during the height of the 
Lebanon crisis following Israel's 
invasion, and foe massacre of Pal- 
estinians in foe refugee camps of 
Sabra and ShatDa. 

It has been reported that film of 
the battleship bombardments has 


been shown to foe U-S." hostages 
now held in Beirut by foe ShFite 
Muslim militia grouping Amal. 

Lomeiko also said Israel and the 
United States have “evaded” try- 
igng to settle foe Middle East pro- 
blems peacefully, and that their 
example of using force only 
spawns reaction by force, such as 
foe hijacking. He said the hij- 
acking was not foe win of “other 
countries'* in the Middle East, 
presumably meaning Syria. 

The Foreign Ministry spo- 
kesman sought to express Soviet 
sympathies for the United States 
because of foe hostage crisis, but 
he said it was unfortunate that the 
U.S. government and some Ame- 
ricans and others do not show 
sympathies for other victims of

U.S. panel 
approves 7 
nominations 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee decided Tuesday to 
end stalling on several of Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan’s key app- 
ointments after an appeal by Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz. 

The committee recommended 
hill Senate confirmation of seven 
appointments and scheduled a 
vote for Thursday on seven more, 
including Thomas Pickering, nom- 
inated as ambassador to Israel, 
and Richard Burt, to be amb- 
assador to West Germany. 

Richard 1 Lugar, chairman of foe 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, quoted Mr. Shultz as lam- 
enting that foe lack of a U-S. amb- 
assador in Israel “at this particular 
rime is of grave concern to the 
country.” 

Mr. Shultz apparently was ref- 
erring to US’. attempts to coo- 
rdinate reaction wifo Israel to foe 
hijacking in Beirut of a TWA air- 
liner as well as to make efforts 
towards Middle East peace talks. 

Samuel' Lewis, the previous 
ambassador to Israel, retired last 
month. _ « , .

Bush presses for Dutch 
deployment of missiles 


THE HAGUE (R) — U.S. Vice- 
President George Bush pressed 
The Netherlands Wednesday to 
maintain NATO unity over the 
deployment of US. cruise mis- 
siles, about which foe Dutch are 
still undecided. 

His emphasis on NATO mar- 
ked a switch from foe theme of 
“terrorism" which has dominated 
his seven-nation European tour. 

Even as he talked to Dutch 
Prime Minister Ruud Lubbers, 
army experts in Brussels were 
defusing a bomb apparently pla- 
nted by anti-NATO urban gue- 
rrillas a few hours before foe 
vice-president arrived for talks 
with Belgian leaders. 

In foe meeting with Mr. Lub- 
bers and other politicians, Mr. 
Bush emphasised foe US. belief 
that a united stance by foe Wes- 
tern alliance was vital to persuade 
the Soviet Union to limit the arms 
race, official sources said. 

The Netherlands, faced wifo 
widespread public disquiet over 
cruise, has said it will only deploy 
foe 48 medium-range nuclear mis- 
siles, its share of a NATO dep- 
loyment in Western Europe, if the ' 
Soviet Union has sited more of its 
equivalent SS-20 missiles in Nov- 
ember than it had last June. 

Bat Dutch government pol- 
iticians say it is dear Moscow Iras 


increased its arsenal and believe 
The Netherlands will go ahead 
with foe deployment unless con- 
ditions change deamatically. 

Before arriving from Bonn Tue- 
sday Mr. Bush, wifo foe current 
Beirut hostage crisis and Sunday’s 
possible bombing of an Indian air- 
craft in mind, had been con- 
centrating on foe subject of fig- 
hting “international terrorism.” 

He has now secured pledges 
from both The Netherlands and 
West Germany to help foeUnhed 
States to combat guerrilla hij- 
ackings and bombings but exactly 
how remains unclear. 

In a speech Tuesday night, Mr. 
Lubbers declared: “It is essential 
that we take a firm stand against 
terrorism of every kind. This is a 
field in which there is no room for 
compromise.” 

Practical measures to fight “ter- 
rorism,” the current superpower 
arms talks in Geneva and Pre- 
sident Reagan's “Star Wars" 
grace defence plan were key top- 
ics in about three bouts of talks 
Wednesday, officials said. 

Before his meeting wifo Mr. 
Lubbers and lunch wifo Queen 
Beatrix, Mr. Bush discussed cru- 
ise, “Star Wars" and foe Geneva 
talks wifo parliamentary deputies 
from foe ruling coalition.

Prime Minister Laurent Fabius 
will meet with a joint Jdrdanian- 
Palestinian delegation on Thu- 
rsday to discuss current moves for 
peace in foe Middle East, foe 
French government announced 
Wednesday.

Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(FLO) Executive Committee 
member Jawid Ghussein and Pal- 
estine National Councfl (PNC) 
Foreign Affairs Department Dir- 
ector Khaled Al Hassan, met Ita-

foe Soviet Union, China, Britain 
and France. 

A joint delegatibn headed by 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat vis-- 
i ted China last month and secured 
strong Chinese support for foe 


proposed conference. The U.S., 
maintaining its stand that it will 
not talk wifo any member of foe 
PLO until the organisation rec- 
ognises Israel, has refused to any 
delegation which includes PLO 
members. The Soviet Union rec- 
eived Jordanian and PLO officials 
separately in May. 

His Majesty King Hussein held 
talks wifo British Prime Minister 
Maigaret Thatcher earlier this 
month. Mis. Thatcher welcomed 
foe revived moves for Middle East 
peace, but voiced British res- 
ervations over foe proposed int- 
-ematkmal conference. 

The King had also exchanged 
messages wifo Mr. Craxi on the 
peace moves and it was after foe 
receipt of a message from foe Ring 
to Mr. Craxi that the Italian gov- 
ernment announced earlier this 
month that foe prime minister will 
receive foe joint delegation.

CORK, Ireland (Agencies)- — 
British and Irish ships Wednesday 
combed the site where an Air 
India airliner crashed -four days 
ago, collecting wreckage and pro- 
bing foe ocean bed for signs of foe 
in-flight recorders vital to est- 
ablishing what brought the plane 
down. 

The British Royal Navy vessel 
HMS Challenger, equipped wifo 
sonar equipment, was carrying 
American, Canadian and Indian 
air accident investigators, backed 
up by two Irish navy vessels, foe 
Irish marine rescue coordinating 
centre said. 

Bye Gardline locater. a British 
merchant ship specialised in 
deep-sea exploration, was sailing 
to foe site 200 kilometres sou- 
thwest of Ireland and its managers 
expected it to arrive there Friday. 

But expertS wt*e pessimistic 
about finding foe recorders, which 
register foe plane’s movements 
and its cockpit conversations up to 
foe point of the crash and could 
solve foe question of whether a 
bomb brought down foe Air India 
Boeing 747 wifo its 329 pas- 
sengers and crew. 

They are believed to be more 
than 1,600 metres under water 
and foeir electronic homing signal 
has not been traced. 

“Nothing has ever been rec- 
overed from these depths before. 
It is a unique problem ,’ 1 said 
Gerry McCabe, the Irish rep- 
resentative on foe investigation 
team.

Baghdad withdraws 
recognition of Libya 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
formally severed diplomatic rel- 
ations wifo Libya Wednesday fol- 
lowing last week’s signing of a 
“strategic alliance” between 
Libya and Iran. 

the Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
quoted a Fbreign Ministry official 
as saying: “Iraq has decided to 
withdraw its diplomatic mission 
from Tripoli and has demanded 
that foe diplomatic mission at foe 
Libyan regime leave its territory.” 

The spokesman said Iraq was 
withdrawing its recognition of 
Libya as a member of the Arab 
League. 

Baghdad froze relations with 
Tripoli shortly after thestartof the 
Gulf war in September 1980, acc- 
using Libya ot aiding Iran. 

While normal relations had not 
been restored, diplomats said 
Libya has had a representative in 
Baghdad for nearly a year. 

Wednesday’s move followed 
visits by Iranian Parliament Spe- 
aker Hashemi Rafsanjani to Syria 
and Libya. 

• A joint Libyan -I rani an com- 
munique released by IRNA upon 
Mr. Rafean jam’s return to Tehran 
Tuesday reaffirmed Libya's “sta- 
unch support” to Iran in its war 
with Iraq. 

The joint communique, acc- 
ording to foe Iraqi spokesman 
“confirms the alliance between 
foe two aggressive regimes (of 
Libya and Iran) against Iraq...” 

“The alliance between foe two 
aggressive regimes wiD not pro- 
vide them wifo additional strength 
because they have been allied fora 
long tune and in 1983 they signed 
a similar statement that also inc- 
luded the Syrian regime," the 
spokesman added. 

The move comes a week after 
Libyan Foreign Minister AJi 
Abdul Salam AI TureHd paid a 
24-hour visit to Baghdad as part of 
a tour of Arab capitals for talks on 
Libyan proposals for a unified 
Arab state. 

Al Thawra, newspaper of Iraq's 


ruling Baafo Party, Tuesday rep- 
eated Iraqi statements that Libya 
bad supplied Iran with spare parts 
and weapons to enable it to con- 
tinue the Gulf war. 

Iraq and Syria had earlier sev- 
ered diplomatic ties over Syria’s 
support for Iran in the war. 

Iraq reports naval raid 

Earlier Wednesday, Iraq said its 
warplanes attacked a “large naval 
target” — a term it frequently uses 
to refer to an oQ tanker — near 
Iran’s main oQ terminal at Kharg 
Island in foe northern Gulf Wed- 
nesday. 

A military spokesman said the 
attack took place 15 minutes after 
midnight (2015 GMT) and all foe 
aircraft returned safely to base. 

There was no immediate con- 
firmation of any attack on shi- 
pping overnight from shipping 
sources elsewhere in foe Gulf. 

The spokesman said Iraq would 
continue to blockade Kharg Island 
and other Iranian pons as long as 
Tehran's rulers “continue the war 
against Iraq and their piracy in foe 
Gulf... those rulers have no other 
way but the way of peace to avoid 
Iraq's destructive attacks.” 

In a dear reference to Iran’s 
“strategic alliance” wifo Libya foe 
spokesman added:' “Their all- 
iances wifo Zionist agents and 
‘Arabs-of-the-tongue' will not 
save them from these attacks.” 

The raid was foe first Iraq has 
reported on shipping since June 
12 , when it said a “large naval 
target” was hit near Kharg in one 
of a wave of attacks which also 
induded towns in Iran. 

There have been no ind- 
ependently confirmed attacks on 
ships in foe Gulf attributed to Iraq 
.since May 1, when the 71 ,780- ton 
Turkish tanker Burak M was hit 
after loading crude at Khaig. 

Two container ships have been' 
hit in the western Gulf this month 
but shipping sources attributed' 
those strikes to Iran.

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat 
and Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein had talks Wednesday on foe 
Palestinian issued and PLO -Iraqi 
relations, foe Iraqi News Agency 
(INA) said. 

The agency said they discussed 
“current threats against foe Pal- 
estinian resistance movement and 
plans aimed at liquidating the Pal- 
estinians and their just cause.” 

It said President Hussein rei- 
terated Iraq's foil support for the 
PLO and its. leadership. 

The meeting was attended by 
Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz, PLO Executive Committee 
Member Abdul Rahim Ahmad, 
Mr. Arafat's political adviser. 
Hani Al -Hassan, and the PLO's 
Baghdad office chief, Azzam Al 
Ahmad. 

Mr. Arafat arrived Tuesday 
night from Amman after talks 
wifo King Hussein and other Jor- 
danian leaders. 

He also telephoned North 
Yemeni President Ali AbduDah 
Saleh and Saudi Arabia's foreign 
minister. Prince Saud Al Faisal, 
stressing foe need for an eme- 
rgency Arab summit to discuss the 
status of Palestinians in Lebanon, 
as proposed by Morocco’s King 
Hassan. 

Preparations are going ahead 
for the proposed summit con- 
ference in. Morocco next month, 
foe first in "nearly "three years, but 
who will attend and what it can 
achieve remains unclear. 

The Arab League council are 
due to meet in Tunis on Saturday 
to decide whether to hold foe ext- 
raordinary summit called by Mor- 
occo to discuss “the scope, seq- 
uels and implications of foe Pal- 
estinian question.” 

A majority of the 21 Arab Lea- 
gue members have agreed to att- 
end foe Casablanca summit, but 
official comments in Damascus 
suggest Syria, a key Middle East 
actor, might stay away or send 
only a low-level delegation. 

Mr. Arafat requested foe sum- 
mit after Palestinian fighters in 
Beirut’s refugee camps came 
under attack by ShFite Muslim 
Amal militiamen last month. 

A Syrian-brokered ceasefire 
agreement last week was den- 
ounced by the PLO as a device by 
Syria to gain control of the camps. 
Damascus backs hardline Pal- 
estinian groups opposed to Mr. 
Arafat. 

Lebanon has said it will not att- 
end a summit that deals only wifo 
foe problem of the Palestinian 
camps as this would amount to 
interference in its internal affairs. 

President Amin Gemayel said 
Lebanon would attend only if all 
Arab questions, including Leb- 
anese issues, were discussed. 

Mr. Arafat was quoted Wed- 
nesday as saying Palestinian fig- 
hters in foe Beirut camps would 
not hand over heavy weapons to 
Lebanese police, as called for by 
the Syrian-backed peace accord. 

He was quoted by AI Bayan 
newspaper of Dubai as saying in 
an interview that the accord was 
aimed at ending the Palestinian 
armed presence in Lebanon. 

"The decision by foe masses in 
the camps, expressed through 
their popular committees, is not to 
surrender any arms, not through 
love of acquiring arms but to def- 
end themselves against foe forest 
of guns surrounding the camps,” 
he was quoted as saying.

Kreisky, citing ‘terrorist’ presence 
Israel cabinet, blasts stand a gains t PLO 


VIENNA (AP) — Former Aus- 
trian Chancellor Bruno Kreisiti 
has sharply criticised the United 
States and Israel for their refusal 
to talk with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) and 
said the Israeli cabinet includes 
terrorists. 

In a lecture in Vienna. Dr. Kre- 
isky said PLO leader Yasser Ara- 
fat saw the “urgent need" for neg- 
otiations, but he admitted that 
Palestinian camp was divided. 

According to excerpts carried 
by the Austria Press Agency, Dr. 
Kreisky said Israeli ..arguments 
“not, to " sit at a table with ter- 
rorists" were dishonest because, 
he said, “there are also terrorists 


within the Israeli government.” 

He mentioned Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, who. he 
said, had taken part in the terrorist 
actions against British officers but 
was now being received even by 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher. 

The United Nations decided in 
1947 to divide the British man- 
date of Palestine into Jewish and 
Arab states. But the decision, 
which included the int- 
ernationalisation of Jerusalem, 
was never carried out because, - 
.Jews™ficcupied tlje city, imm- 
ediarely after British forces left. 

Asked for a reaction. Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Otmar Koler 


said, “we do not comment on 
remarks made by the former cha- 
ncellor.” 

Throughout his 1 3 years as cha- 
ncellor, Dr. Kreisky has been a 
sharp critic of Israeli leaders, in 
particular of former Premier 
Menachem Begin. . 

He called for recognition of the 
PLO already in the mid-1 970s and 
was the first Western statesman to 
receive Mr. Arafat and later Lib- 
yan leader Muammar Qadhafi 

His frequent anti-Israel sta- 
tements made him a chief target of 
Israeli newspaper, criticism, which 
he always rejected, pointing to 
Austria as a transit country for 
Soviet Jews bound for Israel.

U.S. separates 
issue o f kidnap 
victims from 
TWA crisis 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Efforts 
ro free seven .American hostages 
kidnapped prior to the hijaclting 
of TwA Flight 847 are being con- 
ducted separately from those to 
free the 40 hijacking victims, a 
spokesman for the administration 
of U.S. President Ronald Reagan , 
said Tuesday. 

White House spokesman Larry 
S peakes said efforts to free the 
seven would be “addressed in the 
same channels" as they were bef- 
ore the hijacking. 

Asked if that meant the neg- 
otiations to free the seven were 
not in the same package as efforts 
to free the 40 from Flight 847. 
Speakes said, “thafs right.” 

The seven are: William Buc- 
kley, 56, U.S. embassy political 
officer. Kidnapped March 16. 
1984, the Reverend Benjamin 
Weir, 60. a Presbyterian minister. 
May -8, 1984, Peter Kittniin. 60, 
American University of Beirut 
Librarian. Dec. 3, 1983- the Rev- 
erend Lawrence Jenco, 50. a 
Roman Catholic priest, Jan. 8, 
1984, Teny Anderson, 37, chief 
Middle East correspondent for the 
Associated Press, March 16.

Fabius says Algerian 
visit was constructive 


ALGIERS (R) — French Prime 
Minister Laurent Fabius Tuesday 
ended a 24-hour visit to Algeria 
which he described as con- 
structive. 

The visit followed a period of 
strained relations between Paris 
and its former colony caused by 
racist incidents against North Afr- 
icans in France. Algerian sus- 
picions that Paris is leaning tow- 
ards Morocco in the Maghreb 
(North Africa) and cuts in French 
purchases of Algerian crude oil. 

Mr. Fabius told reporters after

CHAUTAUQUA, New York 
(AP) — A Soviet official said Tue- 
sday “it would be good” for the 
Soviet Union to re-establish rel- 
ations with Israel. 

The apparently off-handed 
remark at a conference in Cha- 
utauqua was made by Pavel Pod- 
lesny, director and diief of dep- 
artment of the USA and Canada 
Studies Institute. 

Other Soviet officials have 
made similar statements in recent 
years, even though (he Soviet 
Union frequently ccritictsesIsraeTs 
policies and blames it for the pro- 
blems in die Middle East 

The Kremlin cut diplomatic ties 
with Israel during the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war. 

Jeffrey Kemp, a former staff 
member of the National Security 
Council, elicited Mr. Podlesny's 
comment by saying: “The Soviets 
cannot play a role in the Middle 
East because they’ve broken rel- 
ations with Israel and you can’t 
play if you don't have relations 
with a key player.” 

“I’m not the foreign minister, 
but I think it would be good if we 
restored relations with Israel," 
Dr. Podlesny responded. 

*Td be the first to admit that 
there are sometimes con- 
tradictions in our policies. I'm del- 
ighted to hear Dr. Podlesny admit 
there are contradictions in theirs, 
too," said Mr. Kemp, an expert on 
the Middle East. 

Dr. Podlesny said nothing fur- 
ther on the subject. 

Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres said last February that his 
country might be willing to hold an 
international conference on the 
Middle East if the Soviet Union 
restores ties with Israel. 

Wednesday’s interchange came 
on the second day of a week-long 


conference of U.S.-Sovie^ rel- 
ations at the Chautauqua institute, 
a lakeside resort in southern New 
York. 

Earlier in the day, another Sov- 
iet official said his country mig£ • 
invite Americans to a conference 
on U^. -Soviet relations next year 
at a resort on the Black Sea. 

This week's conference has 
gone so well that thought should 
be given to having a similar one in 
the Soviet Union, said Andrei 
Parastaeyev. first secretary of the- 
Soviet embassy in Washington. 

Dr. Podlesny earlier told a Cha- 
utauqua audience that the United 
States has failed to take the steps 
necessary to thwart “terrorist 
acts” such as the hijacking of 
TWA Flight 847. 

“I understand your cmotiora! 
reaction to the hijacking. ButfC 
1 977 we reached a very good agr- 
eement with you on terrorism and 
the same day, Americans rejected 
it,” he said. 

Dr. Kemp, said the United Sta- 
tes and the Soviet Union cannot 
agree on how to deal with “ter- 
rorism" in part because they dis- 
agree on its nature. 

The Chautauqua conference 
continues through Friday and inc- 
ludes talks by diplomats and aca- 
demicians as well as musical per- 
formances by both Soviet and 
American artists. 

President Ronald Reagan s nat- 
ional security adviser, Robert 
McFarlane, is expected to del- 
iver on Friday what is billed as 
an important foreign policy add- 
ress. It is believed that the Soviet . 
ambassador to Washington, Ana- 
toly Dobrynin, will make a reply 
address to Mr. McFariane's spe- 
ech. 

The conference sessions are 
open to public. 


Finns ‘staged mock attack to help SLA defectors’ 


TEL AMV ( Agencies) — Finnish 
U.N. troops staged a mock attack 
on 11 members of the Israeli- 
backed South Lebanon Army 
(SLA) militia three weeks ago to 
help them to defect to the ShTite 
Amal movement, U.N. sources 
said Wednesday. 

The sources, who spoke to Reu- 
ter on condition they will not be 
identified, confirmed an account 
in the Jerusalem Post which the 
newspaper said was based on a 
U.N. internal inquiry. 

The incident on June 7 touched 
.off an international furore after 
the SLA took 21 Finnish pra^e- 
keepnig soldiers hostage” saying 
heir comrades bad attacked the 
militiamen and turned them over 


to Amal. 

Hie Finns were freed eight days 
later and the SLA said it was con- 
vinced the 1 1 men — all Shfites — 
had defected. 

According to the newspaper, 
tile defecting SLA men asked Fin- 
nish officers of the United Nations- 
Interim Force In Lebanon (UNI- 
FIL) for help in leaving Israel’s 
self-declared “security' zone" in 
southern Lebanon and deserting 
to Amal. 

Without consulting the UNIFIL 
command at Naqoura. the Finnish 
commander, dispatched three 
armoured; personnel caroms and 
about 30-spJdiers to .the village of 
Qantara “which was in the Finnish 
Zone operations about eight kil- 


ometres north of the Israeli bor- 
der. the report said. 

It said that in staging a mock 
battle he Finns fire! in the air 
over the heads of he militiamen 
and he SLA men fired back over 
he heads of he F inns before sur- 
rendering heir weapons to he 
peacekeepers. 

The militiamen were hen loa- 
ded in a U.N. truck and taken 
about two kilometres and let go. 
They were immediately picked up 
by civilian cars, presumably driven 
by members of he Amal militia, 
he report said. . .. 

‘ The U.N” sources told Reuter 
the purpose of the niock attack 
was to prevent SLA retribution 
against he defectors’ families in 


southern Lebanon. 

“The motives were purely hum- 
anitarian,” one source said. 

Television film showed he 1 1 
SLA men looking glum as Amal; 
fighters stood guard. The Post said 
he scene had been staged. 

Israeli Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin strongly supported the 
initial SLA version of the indde£. 
saying UNIFIL was to blame for 
allowing he militiamen to fall into 
Amal hands. 

Israel emerged badly emb- 
arrassed from he elaborate dec- 
eption scheme, the Post said, and 
was waiting to. see if disciplinary 
action would be taken against 
Finnish officers.

Opinions differ 
over need to 
relocate Finance 
Ministry premises

AMMAN — Minis try of Finance 
Under Secretary Abdul Majeed 
Qasem said Wednesday that the 
ministry is still intent on moving its 
departments to new premises 
which are due to be rented soon. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times, Mr. Qasem pointed out 
that various subcommittees had 
been formed to follow up on the 
proposed move to transfer the 
ministry’s scattered departments 
to a new location. 

The new nine-storey -building' 
which will house the ministry and 
its departments is expected to save 
financial and physical efforts for 
both the public and the ministiys 
personnel, Mr. Qasem emp- 
hasised. adding that the building is 
being vacated and prepared to* 
accommodate the ministry. 

Audit Bureau President His- 
ham AI Dabbas had earlier asked 
the ministry to reconsider its int- 
ention to relocate its premises due 
to the “critical financial situation 
of die country and in line with the 
rationalisation of expenditure.” 

Dr. Dabbas, in a memo he sent 
to Prime Minister Zaid Rifai and ' 
Minister of Finance Hanna Odeh. 
pointed out that the Audit Bur- 
eau, after a thorough study of the 
matter, deems die proposed move 
of the minis try as an “unnecessary 
step for die time being." 

The present rent for the min- 
istry’s departments does not exc- 
eed JD 50.000 per annum while 
the rent for the new premises is 
expected to be in die region of JD 
175,000. 

The treasury is therefore bound 
to cany an extra expenditure of 
JD 125,000 which, according to 
Dr. Dabbas. “is unjustifiable.”

Security staff find 2 bodies in deserted house

AMMAN — The Public Security 
Department Wednesday reported 
that security staff have discovered 
two bodies which have been ide- 
ntified as Abdullah Mahmoud 
Sa'id and Ibrahim Hussein Abdul 
Jaber.

Speaking about the discovery of 
toe two bodies, the source told the 


Jordan Times that the corpse of 
Abdullah Mahmoud ‘Sa'id was 
found in a deserted house opp- 
osite toe Sultan Hotel in dow- 
ntown Amman . The source did 
not disclose the age orprofession 
of the deceased man. The source 
did not disclose where Mr. Taber’s 
body was found or any other det- 
ails of toe case. 


Alia starts insurance 
claim procedures for 
loss of hijacked plane

AMMAN — Alia, the Royal Jordanian Airline, has 
launched joint efforts with a local insurance com- 
pany to obtain compensation for the loss of one of its 
planes which was blown up by hijackers in Beirut on 
Jane 12, a spokesman for Alia said Wednesday. 


The spokesman told the Jordan 
Times that toe Jordan French Ins- 
urance Company (JFIC) had agr- 
eed to pay the insurance for Alia's 
Boeing 727 plane which was des- 
troyed at Beirut international air- 
port following a two-day hijack. 

The JFIC is a local company 
entrusted with insurance for Alia 
fleet of aircraft and it has a long 
record in this field, toe spokesman 
said. The insurance policy for the 
plane was fixed at $15 million but 
the compensation for toe loss of 
the aircraft and luggage has not 
yet been fixed, the spokesman 
added. 

JFIC Vice Chairman and Dir- 
ector General Wa’el Zo'rob did 
not elaborate on the insurance 
daim and other procedures, but 


said “a lot of issues still need to be 
tackled.” 

Mr. Zo'rob told the Jordan 
Times that the procedure to det- 
ermine the amount of com- 
pensation is underway and that no 
exact figure has been fixed. 

The 727 plane was destroyed at 
Beirut international airport after 
toe hijackers released toe pas- 
sengers and crew. 

A number of Shfite Muslim mil- 
itants hijacked toe plane at Beirut 
international airport on June 11- 
The plane was flown to Cyprus 
and Sicily when Tunisia rejected 
toe hijackers' demand to land in 
Tunis. The hijackers later escaped 
and disappeared whilst the aircraft 
was on the tarmac at Beirut.

In New Delhi, undertakers 
* began gathering details Wed- 
nesday to identify bodies rec- 
overed from toe crash. 

Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi was in contact with world 
leaders over the possibility that 
extremists blew up the plane, off- 
icials said. 

Thev said Prime Ministers Mar- 
garet Thatcher of Britain, Brian 
Mulroney of Canada and Garret 
Fitzgerald of Ireland had all spo- 
ken to Mr. Gandhi since toe air- 
liner went down last Sunday. 

' Three extremist groups, inc- 
luding two Sikh organisations, are 
reported to have claimed res- 
ponsibility for blasting toe plane 
^ out of toe sky. 

Aviation experts have said an 
explosion, possibly a bomb, might 
have caused the plane to dis- 
integrate in toe air. 

' H arch and Singh Longowal, 
moderate leader of the main Sikh 
political party in India, toe Akaii 
Dai; was quoted by newspapers 
Wednesday as condemning any 
sabotage attack. 

The Hmdustan Times new- 
spaper quoted Mr. Longowal as 
saying at a meeting near Delhi 
Tuesday that if anyone had blown 
up the airliner they should never 
■ be forgiven. 

Newspapers also published a 
statement by the All India Sikhs 
Student Federation (AISSF) den- 
ying responsibility for any bomb 
blast on the plane. 

A group called the Sikh Student 
Federation was one of the org- 
anisations reported to have cla- 
imed bfowmg up the plane. 

The head of the British und- 
ertaking firm IS: Kertyen, which 
specialises in identifying disaster 
victims, began collecting inf- 
ormation in Delhi from relatives 
"L of 131 bodies recovered from the 


sea. 

Managing Director John She-* 
-■ldon told Reuters that personal, 
visual identification by relatives 
would be virtually impossible. 

He said toe bodies were badly 
mutilated and a visit to Ireland by 
relatives would serve little pur- 
pose. Mass cremation in Ireland 
and repatriation erf identified bod- 
ies was being considered, he said. 

Indian and Irish officials have 
discouraged relatives from visiting 
Ireland until examination of the 
bodies has been completed. 

Bul an Air India spokesman 
told Reuters in Bombay the airline 
would fly relatives free to London. 
It would also pay for and help rel- 
atives find seats to Cork when they 
arrived in London. 

The spokesman said he exp- 
ected Irish authorities to complete 
procedures early next week to 
hand over the remains of ide- 
ntified victims to relatives. 

■ In Tokyo, an investigator from 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Pol- 
ice arrived Wednesday to look for 
possible links between toe crash 
and a blast at Tokyo’s Narita air- 
port- Two cargo handlers were kil- 
led and four injured when a can- 
tain er of baggage exploded last 
Sunday. _ 

The immediate focus of the inq- 
uiry was whether a bomb in the 
luggage had been planted by Sikh 
extremists in bags unloaded from 
a Canadian Pacific Boeing from 
Vancouver. 

Canadian police are hooting 
two Sikhs, identified by a Can- 
adian newspaper as Ammand 
Singh and Lai Singh, as part of an 
international investigation led by 
India, into the crash (See page 8). 

Air India said in Tokyo two 
Sikhs with similar names had boo- 
ked on the Canadian flight and 
had planned to transfer to a 
Bombay-bound Air India flight

sthesia and intensive care as well 
as debating toe problem of brain 
death and toe possibility of such 
patients contributing a needed 
organ of their body to another pat- 
ient. 

Major-General Hifrni Hijazi, 
director of the anesthesia dep- 
artment at toe Jordanian Armed 
Forces hospitals and president of 
toe congress, said: “Prominent 
Jordanian anesthetists have ini- 
tiated toe idea of convening such a 
high caUbre congress, which is to 
be held for toe first time in the 
Arab World.” 

Addressing reporters at a press 
conference held at toe Regency 
Palace Hotel Wednesday. Dr. 
Hijazi said that the endeavours of 
th ese anesthetists was endorsed by 
toe Jordan Medical Council in 
order to ensure a brighter future 
for this profession. 

Another speaker, Dr. Moh- 
ammad Shaker, a professor at toe 
Ein-Shamms University in Egypt 
and member of the congress’ sci- 


entific committee, said that the 
importance of anesthetists stems 
from toe feet that these specialists 
supervise patients before, during 
and after operations. In reply to a 
question on how such a congress 
could upgrade anesthetists and 
their profession in toe Arab 
World, Dr. Shaker replied: "Dis- 
cussions on new medical drugs 
used in this field, plus mode rnising 
anesthetic methods and medical 
equipment would enrich the doc- 
tors' knowledge, especially since a 
number of professional researches 
are to be discussed during toe 
coming meeting." 

According to Dr. Hijazi, who is 
also a member of toe congress, 
scientific committee, Jordan was. 
chosen as a place for convening 
the first pan-Arab congress due to 
its medical facilities, centres and 
hospitals, which are considered to 
be toe best in toe Arab World. 

The committee has ' suggested 
that the following subjects be dis- 
cussed at toe congress: Anesthesia 
in brain and heart surgery, ane- 
sthesia for children and first deg- 
ree bums as well as toe latest met- 


hods used in intensive care tre- 
atment, Dr. Hijazi said. 

Invitations to participants have 
been ext aided through medical 
magazines, medical leagues and 
associations as well as personal 
invitations which were seat by toe 
congress’ executive committee. 

Organ transplants 

He voiced hope that the con- 
gress and its recommendations 
.would be able to convince Jor- 
danian religious leaders and leg- 
islators to issue a law concerning 
the donation of body organs fol- 
lowing brain death. Giving exa- 
mples of Arab countries which 
have introduced such legislation. 
Dr. Hijazi dted Saudi Arabia and* 
Kuwait which both recently app- 
roved organ donations and tra- 
nsplants. “So far. obstacles which 
have been impeding Jordanians 
from accepting donations of body 
organs can be traced back to a lack 
of scientific awareness governing 
this issue, as well as to religious 
and social beliefs," Dr. Hijazi 
added.

TURKISH AIRLINES 
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Not a black and white picture 


THE SOVIET official who stated in a New York seminar two 
days ago that it was a good thing for Moscow to restore its 
d^ptomatic relations with Israel was merely expressing his own’ 
personal opinion on the matter, we are told. But even though 
this might well be the case, we doubt that this official’s opinion 
is not shared by others in the Soviet Union and elsewhere In the 
Eastern bloc. Regardless of how many people agree with him, It' 
is plain to us that the question of Soviet- Israeli relations can 
never be seen in a black and white picture only . The truth of the 
matter, we think, lies in that Moscow cannot deckle on its ties 
with’ Israel without doing some complicated and difficult cal- . 
dilations. Evidently, there are both advantages and dis- 
advantages to any move the Soviets might make towards the 
Jewish state. For them, the advantages of having an amb- 
assador in Israel may outweigh the disadvantages in some 
important respects — political, psychological and otherwise. 
But the steps leading to and tile circumstances surrounding the 
restoration of ties between tlK two countries; if It comes, are of 
greater significance and pertinence to the course of events in 
the Middle East. The Soviet Union might gain in silencing 
- American and Israeli objections to its active participation in 
the Middle East peace process if it returns its ambassador to 
Tel Aviv after the start of a meaningful dialogue to solve the 
Pales tinian problem. But Moscow would never accept Ame- 
rican and Israeli preconditions to be involved in settling the 
problems of this area. For one thing, the Soviets might argue, 
the U.S. and laud did twice accept the participation of the 
Soviet Union in international peace conferences and efforts 
when in fact Moscow had changed nothing in its total and 
material opposition to Israeli aggression and occupation of 
Arab territories over die past 10 years. 

So, and on the strength of this argument alone, the Soviets 
should not be expected to take the first step towards brad, 
even though, In the words of Pavel Podlesny, the step might be 
good for Moscow. Still with yesterday's public condemnation 
by the Soviet Union of the TWA Ujackers, and any other 
positive efforts that the Soviets conld make to free the hostages, 
there might be a new.opening whereby, thetwo superpowers are 
w illing to cooperate more^bsefy in Che Middle East.’ Alas, the " 
hfan ry nf this cooperation iris always been slowcto materialise 
and quick to disappear in tiim air. But it may be different this 
time — at least in that the situation in the area is fast slipping 
out of hand, even that of the superpowers. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra’i: Rallying European support 

A JORDANIAN-PAIXSTINIAN delegation Tuesday embarked 
on a tour of several European countries to explain the Amman Feb. 
11 agreement, which aims at settling the Middle East issue and 
reestablishing peace in the region. The joint move is designed to 
explain to worldpowers the truth about thesituation and the need for 
intemationa] efforts to find a lasting peaceful settlement. 

The delegation will be visiting Rome and Paris in the second stage 
of its mission abroad to enlist international support for peace in 
implementation of U.N. Security Council resolutions. The visit coi- 
ncides with the 40th anniversary of the signing of the United Nations 
charter to establish the world organisation. This is a good occasion to 
urge European leaders to help us in our efforts to keep peace in 
accordance with the U.N. charter and to help us implement U.N. 
resolutions in a region which had suffered for so long from tragedies 
and injustices. 

We sincerely hope thar European leaders will appreciate the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian endeavours for peace and will help us achieve 
this end. 

Al Dus tour: Hijackers should free hostages 

THIRTEEN DAYS have passed since the hijacking of the American 
TWA airliner, and no solution seems dose. This situation has pro- 
mpted the American administration to contemplate taking military 
action or imposing sanctions or some kind of blockade on Lebanon in 
a bid to put pressure on the hijackers and force them to release the 
hostages. 

The American show of force off the Lebanese coast strengthens 
this possibility and the threats implied by U.S. Defence Secretary 
Casper Weinberger forecast a very serious consideration of using 
force in order to end the ordeal of the hostages in Beirut. The Uni ted 
States does not want to see the tragedy of die American embassy in 
Tehran repeated in Beirut, and therefore it might move quickly to 
end this situation. 

The Shi’ite group which hijacked the plane has already lost all 
sympathy in the Arab World because of their atrocities and their 
crimes against the Palestinian refugees in Beirut. The hijackers are 
now isolated and should therefore quickly free the hostages and so 
avert another rragedy for Lebanon. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Part of a plot 

THE DEVELOPMENTS in Lebanon, the war against the refugee 
camps and the continuing factional fighting in various regions of the 
country are all linked together. They are meant to pave the way for 
partitioning Lebanon after liquidating elements that pose real danger 

The whole oonspiraty started with the invasion of Lebanon and 
then the task was shifted to the Shiites to cany out the rest. They 
nave imposed a siege on the camps in Beirut and started shelling the 
innocent civilians with the hope of eliminating any power that might 
stand up to the Israelis or oppose the partitioning scheme. The next 
stra is attacking the refugee camps around Sidon in the South. 

The Shiites have already started besieging these camps and mak- 
ing it difficult for the Palestinians to live there. This plan is being 
implemented within a whole conspiracy scheme for liquidating the 
Palestinian presence in Lebanon before the Palestinian question 
comes up for discussion at the coming Arab summit in July. 

This campaign against the Palestinians is meant to put the Arab 
leaders face to face with a de facto situation and so thwart any 
attempt to help the Palestinians regain their homeland and rights. At 
the same time, certain Arab forces which oppose the convening of a 
summit are trying to place obstacles in the path of Arab meetings. 


VIEW FROM AMERICA

What is taking place is a revolution, Mr. President 


SAN FRANCISCO — The 
hijacking of the* American 
plmte has put the US. gov- 
ernment in an extremely emb- 
arrassing situation. Was- 
hington would have preferred 
that its Middle East diplomacy 
remain secret, that diplomats 
go rushing about in the dar- 
kened corridors of power wit- 
hout the light of media att- 
ention. Congress still is ready 
to support Israel on just about 
anything it does. The public 
mood is negative on the Middle 
East. And there is no domestic 
political gain for Middle East 
foreign policy — only trouble. 
J immy Carter found that out. 

But there is a deeper reason 
for Washington's fear of pub- 
licity cm its Middle Eastern act- 
ions, deeper than fear of app- 
earing to pressure or offend 
Israel. And that reason is its 
unwillingness to recognise that 
a revolution is sweeping the 
entire Arab World. It is not just 


a revolution of terrorists or 
Mujahidin or radicalism or rel- 
igious fundamentalism. It is the 
awakening of a great people 
aftdr centuries of stagnation. 
What we see now is the rising of 
Arab and Islamic civilisation. 
That rising is the real rev- 
olution, and not some seizing 
of power here or there. 

A revolution is like a mighty 
river. At first a river is nothing 
but several mountain streams. 
Who can really say what the 
true source of the nver is? But 
then it gets bigger and bigger, 
and finally becomes a vast and 
broad stream. Sometimes it 
flows calmly but always str- 
ongly. Sometimes it becomes a 
wild torrent sweeping eve- 
rything in its way aside. But it 
flows on and on until it reaches 
its goal, the great ocean. 

The Arab World has three 

f reat streams: the Nile, the 
igris, the Euphrates. Two 
others of Asia's great rivers 


empty into oceans in Muslim 
countries: die Indus and the 
Ganges. 

Washington has never yet 
learned how to deal with rev- 
olutions that are the risings of 
entire peoples. It prefers to 
deal with elites: diplomats in 
fine clothes who, with legs cro- 
ssed, can negotiate about world 
affair s, or generals in res- 
plendent uniforms who can. 
command vast armies. It did 
not know how to deal with the 
rising of the Russian people in 
1917. It did not know how to 
deal with the rising of the Chi- 
nese people after World War 
n. It aid not have to deal with 
the rise of India because India 
was still remote from Ame- 
rican concerns. And now it 
does not know how to deal with 
the rise of the Arab and Mus- 
lim peoples. This revolution 
comes at the end of the 20th. 
Christian century, and may 
tom out to be the greatest. 


That revolution seeks a turn ... 
and a return ... to a dignity and 
greatness that Arabs and Mus- 
lims once had a thousand years 
ago. 

What do these historical 
generalisations have to do with 
a plane hijacking? They have 
to do with Washington's pat- 
hetic view that the “terrorists” 
are just a small handful of peo- 
ple. that most people just want 
to go back ana make money in 
the suq, and that gentlemen 
with whom Washington can 
deal sensibly about the future 
will comeiorth, and that these 
gentlemen will understand 
Washington's dilemma of 
being stuck with Israel. 

The Russian, die Chinese, 
the Indian revolutions all dem- 
anded recognition for what 
they are: the rising of people 
from centuries of stagnation. It 
is not enough that civilisation 
be recognised only for West 
Europeans and those honorary 


Europeans, the Japanese. All 
three wanted respect -from 
Washington. All three, after a 
long lime, have obtained it by 
virtue of their own strength. 
But Washington still refuses to 
accord such respect, such dig- 
nity to the Arab and Islamic 
Worid. 

Fourteen years ago, Richard 
Nixon announced he was going 
to Peking, the capital of what 
we Amencans still called “Red 
China.” He went in Februaiy, 
1972. By that act alone, he did 
what one thousand nuclear 
bombs could not do for the 
U3.: He gave the Chinese rev- 
olution the recognition of res- 
pect and, as a result, tra- 
nsformed the political situation 
in all of East Asia. 

Many Americans were glad 
that he did what he did. Others 
hated him for it. That hatred 
contributed to his overthrow 
sometime later. Mr. Nixon was 
ousted but the US. gained 


enormously from what he did. 

The time is fast coming Mien 
die US. must decide whether, 
finally, it will grant foe Arab 
and Muslim World foe respect 
they deserve. The choice is eit- 
her stick with a small Western 
enclave in the form of Israel or 
recognise foe revolution that is 
weeping a great part of foe 
world. The revolution, is like a 
swollen river. Arab fights 
Arab. Muslim fights Muslim. 
Many die, suffer, are cruelly 
wounded. Mao Tsetung once 
said revolution is no "tea 
party." Nor is a riverlike a cha- 
rming stream flowing pea- 
cefully through beautiful cou- 


ntijfjside. 


Jte hijacking of the plane 
has forced Washington closer 
to the point where it must ope- 
nly decide to recognise that a 
great awakening of people is 
occuring in the Middle East or 
decidetnat, regardless of cost 
to it, it will oppose it.

Will there be a revival for the U.S. nuclear freeze campaign?

WASHINGTON - America's 
nuclear freeze movemenr. see- 
mingly sapped by public apa thy, is 
marshalling its forces for a com- 
eback. 

“The fact that we are tem- 
porarily out of the news is neither 
surprising nor particularly pro- 
blematic.’' said Jane Gruenebaum 
of the Nuclear Weapons Freeze 
Campaign, one of four freeze gro- 
ups asked by Reuters to outline 
their plans in die light of renewed 
U^. -Soviet arms control efforts. 

“We are really engaged in a 
longterm struggle to halt and rev- 
erse the nuclear arms race an dour 
battles are going to be in and out 
of the headlines for a long time to 
come.” 

Undaunted and unconvinced by 
President Reagan's moves on nuc- 
lear issues, including a pledge to 
honour the Strategic Arms Lim- 
itation Treaty (SALT-2) if Mos- 
cow does, freeze groups say lack of 
progress in arms control talks and 
fear of the “Star Wars" missile 
defence plan could rejuvenate 
their campaigns. 

They are planning renewed eff- 
orts ranging from drives to elecr 
sympathetic politicians to Con- 

£ ress in the 1986 elections to the 
lunching of a new campaign aga- 
inst nuclear testing to coincide 
with the 40th anniversary of Hir- 
oshima on Aug. 6. 

Some conservative analysts 
agree the freeze crusade may be 
only dormant, not dead. 

Patrick McGuigan. an expert in 
grass-roots political movements, 
writes in his forthcoming book 
“The Politics of Direct Dem- 
ocracy" that the freeze has faded, 
but adds: 

“A failure of arms reduction 
talks or of the administration's 
Strategic Defence Initiative (SDI) 
... could spark the reemergence of 
the freeze as a serious ballot 
issue.” 

The U.S. freeze movement, 
which grew out of a mounting pub- 
lic feeling in the early 1980s that 
Mr. Reagan was not serious about 
aims control, reached its peak in 
1982 when a million people rallied 
for the cause in New York City. 

Non-binding proposals for a lid 
on U.S. and Soviet nuclear ars- 
enals appeared on the ballot in 10 
states and the district of Columbia 
in that 'year’s elections and were 
approved everywhere except in 
the very conservative state of Ari- 
zona. 

More than 16 million Ame- 
ricans voted on the issue and 57 
per cent favoured it in what Mr. 
McGuigan described as the closest 
thing America has had to a nat- 
ional referendum. 

By the 19S4 presidential vote, 
’however. Mr. Reagan — who 
scorns the freeze as a naive giv- 
eaway of U.S. interests — had 
defused the Issue by agreeing to 
resume talks with Moscow. 

With economic prosperity and 
renewed national confidence the 
overwhelming election issues, a 


freeze proposal appeared on only 
one ballot — South Dakota — and 
lost. 

“In the public's eye we're just 
not as visible as we were a few 
years ago," says Chip Reynolds of 
the freeze voter group. 

“The sentiment to halt the nuc- 
lear arms race is still strong, but 
people are just not interested in 
turning out to a large public event. 
They are more interested in act- 
ivities that have tangible and pra- 
gmatic results.” 

Freeze voter and other groups 
arc organising stepped-up act- 
ivities within the next few months, 
both to monitor SALT-2 com- 
pliance and to prepare for the 
1986 congressional races. 

Based in 40 of the 50 states, 
freeze voter aims to raise one mil- 
lion dollars in campaign money 
through such events as “wal- 
kathons” in which fund-raisers 
tramp across the country. 

“ We are planning a major push 
to support pro-arms control can- 
didates (for Congress)." said Beth 
Leopold of the National Com- 
mittee for a Sane Nuclear Policy 
(SANE), the doyen of U.S. peace 
groups, founded’ in 1957 to opp- 
ose nuclear testing. 

SANESSo planslo start a cam- . 
ppign to tgpi underground nuclear 
testing on Aug. 4 — two days bef- 
ore the anniversary of the dro- 
pping of the first atomic bomb on 
Hiroshima — as a prelude to a 
total freeze. 

Ciruenehuum's freeze campaign 
planned a ** Geneva watch” to 
monitor the number of new wea- 
pons deployed by both the United 
States and the Soviet Union as the 
Geneva arms talks continue, using 
the figures to rally public support 
for arms control. 

It is also collecting thousands of 
signatures for a freeze petition to 
be delivered by a delegation of 
campaign members to Mr. Reagan 
and Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev later this year. 

Women's Action for Nuclear 
Disarmament (WAND) plans to 
support pro -freeze candidates for 
Congress in 1986 in a campaign 
political Director Nancy Don- 
aldson says will be “more amb- 
itious than ever. She predicts a 
resurgence of pressure fora freeze 
next year, when the SALT-2 pact 
expires and when she says it will 
become clear there will be no agr- 
eement in Geneva. 

Randall Forsbcrg. dubbed the 
“mother of the freeze movement, 
hopes to help revive a campaign 
she played a part in starting. Now 
doing arms control research in 
Massachusetts. Forsberg said by 
telephone she was investigating 
whether arms control might col- 
lapse and what the consequences 
would be. 

“I would like to bring that to 
bear in revitalising the freeze 
movement.” she said, “making 
people take heart and recommit 
themselves to trying to achieve 
that goal not just in the short term 
but over the next 10. 2D or 30 
years.”

The ICRC has 
negotiated the establishment of a 
separate camp for the .app- 
roximately 1000 remaining chil d 
prisoners- International groups 
have been given per miss ion to 
organise educational programmes 
for the boys left in Iraq. 

The U.N. Commission on' 
Human Rights in 1983 passed a 
resolution urging the Iranian gov- 
ernment to stop sending masses of 
school boys to the front line. The 
Quaker Office at the United Nat- 
ions has supplied briefing papers 
to the U.N. Commission on the 
ose of children by both sides in the 
wars in A fghanistan and El Sal- 
vador, but the Commission's res- 
olutions did not tackle the pro- 
blem of the child soldiers. If the 
UNICEF Board should take a 
stand against the recruitment of 
children for war, it might become 
easier to act for humanitarian rea- 
sons on the cases of child soldiers 
in specific countries. 

Militarisation of 

school education 

Before the end of the civil war in 
Zimbabwe, Friends in Zambia 
cooperated with the UN. High 
Commissioner for Refugees to 
bring about a decrease in the 
number of refugee children taking 
part in or observing die military 
training of adults at refugee 
camps. When schooling was off- 
ered to refugee children, they 
were no longer at the parade gro- 
unds, a solution often favoured by 
heads of liberation movements 
keen to preserve the future erf 
their people. In cases where UNI- 
CEF and the UNHCR axe coo- 
perating to meet the needs of chi- 
ldren, similar solutions are bound 
to occur. 

The militarisation of school 
education and out-of-school act- 
ivities for young adolescents is a 
problem which has not yet been 
-dealt with thoroughly by any int- 
ernational body, non-govern- 
mental or intergovernmental, 
although committees against the 
militarisation of education exist in 
several countries. The United Nat- 
ions has fine resolutions on the 
education of youth for mutual res- 
pect and intercultural app- 
reciation, but the militarisation of 
education has so far considered 
too con 

troversial for an intergover- 
nmental forum. 

In 1980 at an international 
NGO seminar on disarmament, a 
dozen NGOs signed a resolution 
asking die UN. General Ass- 
embly to consider what steps sho- 
uld be taken to put an end to the 
practice of training children to kill 
and to maim other human bongs. 
In 1983 two dozea international 
NGOs wrote a letter to the 
director-general of UNESCO 
expressing their fear that young 
warriors and military trainees are 
prone to become a source of hate 
and violence in the world com- 
munity. Could not UNICEF dur- 
ing In temational Youth Year look 
beyond its current priority and 
cooperate with UNESCO to bring 
about the demilitarisation of chi- 
ldren's education?

KHARTOUM — The United 
Nations is appealing urgently for 
funds to unblock bottlenecks in 
moving food to Africa's newest 
famine disaster in west Sudan, 
where aid workers fear at least 
250,000, mostly children, will die. 

“You will not be able to count 
die bodies because no-one dra- 
wing relief rations will admit to 
losing a family member. The chi- 
ldren will just be little mounds in 
the sand,'* said Winston Prattley, 
special representative of U.N. 
Secretary-General Perez de Cue- 
llar. 

Pleading for fuel and for cash to 
-buy or hire trucks and improve an 
. inadequate railway, Mr. Prattley 
told reporters on Monday ni gh t; 


“The Ethiopian highlands are 
green now. Sudan is now die nat- 
ion in great need.' 1 

The threat is greatest in areas of 
Darfur and Kordofan provinces, 
up to 1,000 km (625 miles) by rah 
and txpek from Port Sudan on the 
Red Sea. Donors have committed 
about enough food and drugs to 
meet Sun dan’s needs but the relief 
cannot be moved to those in need. 

Mr. Prattley said 250,000 ton- 
nes of foqd from the United States 
and other donors remains on the 
docks at Port Sudan. 

“I am going to ask (the U.N.) 
for $20 million now just to keep 
the ball rolling. There will have to 
be a great deal more effort,” Mr. 

. Prattley, a New Zealander, said. 

“It costs $180 a tonne to get the 
stuff away,” the UN. official 
said. “The railway is sagging. It 
will need massive investment to 


get up enough steam to help.” 

On the use of planes, he said: 
“A few Hercules fluttering around 
are getting out only a tiny fra- 
ction." 

Mr. Prattley and Sudanese rel- 
ief officials said lack of fuel was 
why die army, in power since an 
April 6 coup, was not using its 
trucks. 

Sudanese officials said Saudi 
Arabia and Libya had pledged 
fuel. Asked why four Libyan Ant- 
onov planes had been idle at Kha- 
rtoum Airport for more than a 
week, the Sudanese said they app- 
arently lacked the range to be of 
use. 

One task now is to persuade 
people in the affluent West that, as 
a spokesman of Britain's Band 
. Aid relief group put it. “logistics 
are sexy.” Charities find it easier 
to raise cash for more obvious 


forms of help such as food, milk 
and drugs. 

Band Aid, which has raised 
some $9 million for famine relief, 
plans two internationally televised 
pop concerts both side of the Atl- 
antic on July 13 which organiser 
Bob Geldof Hopes will raise at- 
least $12 million more. 

Meanwhile singer Harry Bel- 
afome flew out of Sudan for. the 
United States on Monday night 
after 14 days in Africa assessing 
how best to spend $46 million rai- 
sed by the U.S. hit song “We Are 
the World.” 

Mr. Belafonte said he agreed 
that enough food and drugs were 
“in the system,” for the moment 
and logistics was the challenge. 

“There is enough food,” the 
U.N.’s Mr. Prattley said. “But 
no-one really foresaw the mag- 
nitude of this (logistics) task.”

LONDON (R) — French Open champion Mats Wil- 
ander of Sweden, considered the biggest threat to 
hdder John McEnroe, crashed out of the Wim- 
bledon tennis championships in the first round 
Wednesday to a husky young giant from Yugoslavia. 


Slobodan Zivojinovic, an ath- 
letic 21 -year-old from Belgrade, 
played with a superb blend of 
power, speed, touch and subtlety 
to beat the fourth-seeded WH- 
. ander 6-2, 5-7, 7-5, 6-0. 

The stunning reversal came as 
;*e tournament finally enjoyed a 
break in the weather, sunny skies 
replacing the persistent rain which 
allowed just eight matches to be 
completed during the first two 
days. 

But play was held up for 90 
minutes at the start Wednesday 
and within 30 min utes of the Wil- 
ander game ending, rain stopped 
play yet again. 

, Zivojinovic, who has not played 
. at Wimbledon since the junior 
event in 1981, is a six foot six inch 
* (1 .98 metres) mountain of a man. 

He is a naturally gifted grass 
\ court player, and if all tou- 
rnaments were played on grass, he 
would be ranked higher than 77th, 

■ his current position. 

The Yugoslav beat both British 
. players in a Davis Cup tie on grass 
last year and he reached the sem- 
, ifmals of the Queen's club event 
■; two weeks ago, where his victims 
’ included Hemi Leconte of France 
and American Paul Anna cone, a 
. quarter-finalist here last year. 

“I knew he was very dan- 
gerous," Wilander said. “He ser- 


ves very well. His second serve 
was very good.I thinkhe is a tough 
man to beaL and T think he will 
beat some more good players 
here. 

*‘l felt confident after the 
French and Z felt ready to have a 
good tournament here. This is a 
disappointment But I must rem- 
ember not to be disappointed bec- 
ause! won the French. I'm already 
trying to forget this.” 

Zivojinovic said later he felt he 
played well, though his serve was 
not so good. “At Queen's it was 
better. Today I had a lot of double 
faults." 

In other matches ninth-seeded 
Johan Kriek of the United States 
beat Victor Peed of Paraguay 6-4, 
6-0, 4-6, 7-5, while the first 
women’s seed through Wed- 
nesday was number eight Zina 
Garrison of the US. who beat 
Elna Reinach of South Africa 6-2, 
6 - 1 . 

But it was Zivojinovic’s day. 
Besides his double faults, he also 
delivered 15 aces and though his 
200 pounds (90 kgs) are spread 
liberally about his giant frame, he 
covers the court extremely well 
and had no difficulty with low 
shots when Wilander was able to 
hit back to his feet 

From the start he attacked con- 
stantly, and whenever Wilander 


failed to reach the net quickly. 
Zivojinovic was up there, usually 
following a heavily sliced bac- 
khand to get in dose. 

He has a superb drop shot off 
his backhand volley and he reg- 
ularly outguessed Wilander at the 
net 

The Yugoslav broke Wilander’s 
serve twice in the opening set to 
take it in 26 minutes. He lost his 
own in the fourth game of the sec- 
ond set but got the break back as 
he levelled at 4-4. 

Then Zivojinovic had his only 
bad patch of die match. Serving to 
force a tie-break, he squandered a 
40-0 lead and Wilander bad sud- 
denly squared the contest 

The Swede looked as though he 
would get on top after they traded 
service breaks at the start of the 
third. But Zivojinovic gradually 
regained composure, began to 
exert control again and when he 
broke Wilander’s serve for 6-5, 
Wilander was on the way out. 

Despite his victory Zivojinavic 
said: “W inning Wimbledon is 
every player’s efream, but I don't 
really think I can do it this year." 


ADELAIDE — The quiet sub- 
urban streets of this sleepy south 
Australian dry are not often com- 
pared with the palm-lined pro- 
menades of Monaco. 

But Alan Jones, the I980For- 
mula One champion, believes the 
! .track now being completed here 
i for Australia's first grand prix 
embodies the style of Monaco, the 
most famous street ciraut in the 
world, and the speed of Sil- 
verstonc. 

The state government has pum- 
ped millions of doUarc into putting 
Adelaide on the grand prix map. 

Huge roadmaking machines are 
now completing a surface smooth 
enough for the high-performance 
cars to race at up to 350 kil- 
ometres per hour in November’s 
Australian grand prix, the first to 
be induded in the world drivers’ 
championship. 

Current world champion Nika 
Lauda of Austria and 1982 cha- 
mpion Keke Rosbeig, who toured 
the track, said it would be among 
the fastest street tracks in the 
world. 

“The plans are very impressive 
and I'm sure it’s going to be a very 
interesting mixture between a 


purpose-built circuit and a street 
circuit.” Rosbcrg said. 

The cars are expected to storm 
around tbe tree-lined circuit 70 
times at an average speed of 170 
fcph. lapping in around one- 
and-a-half minutes. 

The event is expected 10 gen- 
erate about SI0 million in add- 
ition to the S3.3 million which the 
state government is spending in a 
seven-year contract under which it 
will stage the race for a minimum 
of three years. 

State premier John Bannon has 
fought state leaders for the pri- 
vilege of staging the race and he is 
prepared for a first year deficit of 
around Sone million. 

To keep the event in Adelaide 
for, more than three years, the 
government is taking particular 
care with the condition of the 3.2 
kilometre track to avoid the emb- 
arrassment crumbling track sur- 
faces caused at SPA io Belgium 
this year, and Dallas last year. 

Adelaide, an almost rural met- 
ropolis whose wealth is based on 
light industry, is known as the city 
■of churches. But the enormous 
interest in the race means the chu- 
rches' pews will probably be 
empty on Sunday, November 3. 

up to 100.000 people are exp- 


ected at the event, 250 million will 
watch it live on television and * 
further 600 million in delayed tel- 
ecast. according 10 promoters. 

Adelaide's large immigrant 
population of Italians has already 
booked 2,000 seats at the end of 
die street track’s impressive hack 
straight to watch their Ferraris and 
Alfa Romeos. 

The city’s best Italian restaurant 
has been booked for die Ferrari 
team, which organism predict 
will bring at least 200 people to 
contest the penultimate race of the 
1985 circuit. 

Australians will have a local 
hero in the race as 1980 world 
champion Alan Jones is making a 
comeback in a Lola at the Italian 
grand prix and is expected to race 
m Adelaide. 

Australian drivers have won the 
world championship four times. 
Jack Brabham took the prize in 
1959, 2960 and 1966, the last in a 
car which bore his name, the for- 
erunner of today’s successful Bra- 
bham team! 

Fittingly Brabham's restored 
1966 championship-winning 
Repco- Brabham car christened 
Adelaide's new track last week on 
a nostalgic blast around the str- 
eets.

PARIS (t£) — Western nations 
boosted tbor aid contributions to 
developing countries last year and 
are likely to do so again in 1985, 
the Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) said Thursday. 

But it said their contributions 
remained weD below the United 
Nations' recommended level, 
while assistance from OPEC nat- 
ions and the Soviet Bloc Fell. 

The 17 members of tire OECD 
Development Assistance Com- 
mittee (DAC) gave $28.6 bill km 
of official aid last year, up $1.1 
billion from 1983, provisional 
OECD figures show. 

The OECD attributed this 
“strong increase" to a further 
expansion in regular development 
assistance activities and special 
emergency contributions to 
famine-stricken countries in Afr- 
ica. “Thesame trends should lead 
to further signifTcan t aid increases 


in 1985," it said. 

The OECD estimated (be 1984 
increase from DAC member was 
six per cent in real terms, allowing 
for inflation and exchange rate 
changes. But as a share of Gross 
National Product (GNP) the aid 
was static at just 0.36 per cent, 
about half the U.N. target of 0.7 
per cent for each developed cou- 
ntry. 

.The OECD said total long-term 
transfers to the Third World fell 
$10 bQlion to $95.3 billion last 
year as banks cut their lending 
from $41 billion to $25 billion. 

It estimated net aid from OPEC 
(Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries) members sli- 
pped by $860 mil] ion to $4.54 bil- 
lion, while Soviet Bloc countries 
reduced their contributions from 
$3.04 billion to $2.92 billion. 

OPEC members donated 0.86 
per cent of their GNP. down from 


giving 3.81 per cent The Soviet 
Bloc average was estimated at 
0.16 percent. 

Among DAC members, the 
Netherlands gave the highest pro- 
portion of GNP last year at 1.02 
per cent, the OECD said. 

The United States raised its aid 
by $643 millio n to $8.7billkm, the 
largest national increase, but rem- 
ained the least generous m emb er 
with just 0.24 per cent of its GNP. 

But the report showed that 
non -co mmunis t industrial nations 
have rapidly increased their off- 
icial aid since the late 1970s. 

Italy led the way with an ave- 
rage annual rise of 21.5 per cent, 
although the share of GNP it gave 
in aid remained below average at 
032 per cent 

Britain was alone in cutting its 
aid heavily, with an average real 
decline of six per cent a year to just 
0.33 per cent of GNP in 1 984 from 
0.5 pier cent in the late 1970s.

Algeria criticises OPEC methods 


PARIS (R) — Algeria's APS news 
agency Tuesday criticised policies 
of the OPEC oil producers’ group, 
saying methods it used to defend 
members' interests bad become 
inefficient, inoperative and ins- 
■ ufficienL ■ 

Algeria belongs to OPEC (Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries) and most of its exports 
are oil ana oil products. 

The agency, monitored here, 
was commenting on the situation 
in world ofl markets ahead of a 
conference of OPEC oil ministers 
due to beheld in Vienna on July 5. 

Methods OPEC uses to defend 
the interests of its members “have 
become inefficient, inoperative 
and insufficient ... particularly 
because of progress achieved by 
the industrialised consumer cou- 
ntries to counter (OPECs) act- 
ion," the agency said. 

OPEC had made some progress 
since 1983 by limiting output “but 
at the cost of a drop in prices which 
has ... cut the income of petroleum 
exporting countries by 20 per 
cent,” it said. 

“OPEC continues to operate as 


it did 10 years ago, meeting with 
the same ceremonial to tackle in a 
ritual way the same themes under 
the same old headings like the dif- 
ferentials problem, the price of 
Arabian light and production quo- 
tas," it added. 

As a result OPEC had given 
industrialised states “plenty of 
time to constitute stocks rep- 
resenting 77 days' consumption, 
thanks among other factors to the 
complicity of certain oil exporting 
countries," the agency said. 

“This had increased in a spe- 
ctacular way the Indus trial is ed sta- 
tes' Ability to bring extremely 
powerful pressures to bear on cer- 
tain exporters, whether OPEC 
members or not, such as Nigeria 
and Mexico," APS said. 

Industrialised states had also 
exploited “the inherent con- 
tradictions of oil exporting cou- 
ntries..." notably by manipulating 
the free market, it said. 

APS said the free market was 
manipulated in favour of light 
crude oil producers last year and 
now was being manipulated in 
favour of heavy oil producers. 


among them Mexico and Ven- 
ezuela. 

It said OPEC must adapt itself 
to the evolution of world oil sup- 
ply and demand to deal with “the 
new organisation imposed on it by 
its main partners ... the ind- 
ustrialised states." 

“In the last analysis, either 
OPEC is an organisation to def- 
end the interests of exporting cou- 
ntries and must stop behaving by 
reaction to a pseudo-free market, 
controlled... by industrialised con- 
sumer countries, or else OPEC 
becomes an alibi for those who 
have links with the industrialised 
states and (are) against the exp- 
orting countries," the agency said. 

It said Algerian President Cha- 
dli Benjedid discussed the issue 
with Mexican President Miguel 
De La Madrid and Venezuelan 
President Jaime Lusinchi on a rec- 
ent tour of Central America. 

APS said it would be discussed 
further this weekend when the ofl 
ministers of Nigeria, Kuwait, 
Venezuela and Mexico are exp- 
ected to visit Algiers. 


Diplomats said that proposed 
reforms of decision-making, inc- 
luding the controversial right of 
veto, would top the agenda.

But diplomats said that even the 
most ardent advocates of Eur- 
opean integration were coming to 
terms with the lack of consensus 
on foe need for a' treaty or con- 
ference. 

They said that if foe summit 
agrees on anything, it was likely to 
adopt instead more modest British 
proposals for foreign and security 
policy coordination under a sec- 
retariat separate from the Eur- 
opean Commission. 

Only Greece appears so far to 
be adamantly opposed to this plan 
and diplomats said governments 
were already considering whether 
Athens may be excluded from eff- ; 
orts to formulate a common for- 
eign policy for the group. 

Another British idea likely to 
find favour as a first step towards 
greater integration is one for inv- 
olving foe European Parliament 
more closely in Community dec- 
isions without giving it additional 
blocking powers. 

The diplomats said that London 
proposals also include ideas for 
limiting the right of veto in order 


to ease decision-making. 

But these were unlikely to be 
accepted by states such as me 
Benelux countries and Italy which 
see in the proposals a formal rec- 
ognition of the right of veto which 
has not so far been incorporated in 
the legally-binding Community 
treaties. 

Italian Foreign Minister Giulio 
Andreotti Tuesday presided 'in 
Luxembourg over his last meeting 
of Community foreign ministers 
before Italy hands over the rot-' 1 
ating presidency to Luxembourg 
at the end of June. 

He told his colleagues- tfr’dr 
wrangling underlined the 
munity’s difficulties over 
deds ion-making, and expressed 
anxiety that the problems could be 
compounded when the Com- 
munity expands to 12.

London stock market gets summer blues 
after reaching all-time high last month 


LO'NDGN (R) — The London- 
stock market, which touched an: 
all-time high a month ago. has

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Transkei blasts knock out 
fuel depot, power station 

7 killed in grenade attacks after ANC 
vows to step up fight against white rule 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (Agencies) — 
Two apparent sabotage blasts early Wednesday set 
off a huge fire at a fiwl depot, destroying hundreds of 
thousands of litres of fuel, and knocked out a power 
station in the Transkei tribal homeland, authorities 
said. 


In boiling black townships east 
of Johannesburg, grenade attacks 
and other clashes overnight left 
seven blades dead and eight others 
injured, police said. It was one of 
the worst nights of violence in 10 
months of anti -apartheid protests. 

The incidents came on the 30th' 
anniversary of the si gning of the 
Freedom Charter, a document cal- 
ling for a non-radai government 
that is regarded by many activists 
as a blueprint for a future South 
Africa. 

The explosions (Jmtata, capital 
of the Transkei homeland, came a 
few minutes apart at a government 
-fuel depot and a power station, 
plunging the city and its suburbs 
into darkness, witnesses in Umt- 
ata were quoted as saying. 

There were no reports of cas- 
ualties. 

Six hours after the first blast at 
2:27 a-m. (0027 GMT), a massive 
fire was still raging at the fuel 
■depot and firemen stood by wat- 
ching the blaze bum itself out. The 
South African Press Association 
said hundreds of thousands of lit- 
res of fuel were consumed in the 
fire and hundreds of cars lined up 
at gasoline stations, fearing a 
major fuel shortage. 

Capital Radio, an independent 
station in Transkei, quoted police 
Chief Gen. Leonard Kawe as say- 
ing police had establisded that 
saboteurs used a limpet mine in 
the attack on the fuel depot.

Weinberger vows to pursue 
100 MX missiles next year 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Def- 
ence Secretary Caspar W. Wei- 
nberger. complaining that the 
Pentagon stands unjustly accused 
of setting aside money for pet pro- 
jects, said Tuesday the Reagan 
administration will continue to 
seek a full contingent of 100 MX 
missiles. 

“It is unfortunate that so many 
do not understand my motives and 
goals and choose instead to wit- 
hdraw their support for a strong 
national defence,” Mr. Wei- 
nberger said in testimony pre- 
pared for the Senate App- 
ropriations Committee. 

Mr. Weinberger said the 
house-approved, one-year freeze 
in Pentagon spending authority 
with no allowance for inflation 
was “very reluctantly” agreed to 
.by the administration. But he said 
H will result in reduced mom- 


entum toward reaching vital nat- 
ional security goals. 

“A continuation of this trend 
will undermine the improvements 
we Have, 'Steady made, and will 
delay indefinitely, with added 
cost, the achievement of our 
long-term goals.” Mr. Weinberger 
said. 

In a question-and -answer per- 
iod, both Mr. Weinberger and 
Army Gen. John W. Vessey, cha- 
irman of the military joint chiefeof 
staff, made dear they do not acc- 
ept as permanent the caps on dep- 
loyment of the MX missile imp- 
osed earlier this year. The Senate 
would limit deployment to 50, 
while the house would stop it at 
40. 

“Next year we will try to get us 
back on the path that will lead to 
1 00 as quickly as Congress will 
pennit,” Mr. Weinberger said. 


Salvadorean rebels divided 
over last week’s cafe attack 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — A Sal- 
vadorean rebel political leader has 
condemned last week's guerrilla 
attack on crowded cafes in San 
Salvador in which 13 people were 
killed, calling it an act of ter- 
rorism. 

“We do not share any action 
that can be defined as terrorist ... 
we reject terrorism wherever it 
comes from,” Jorge Vfllacorta, a 
spokesman for the Popular Social 
Uiristian Movement (MPSC). 
part of the guerrillas' political 
wing, said Tuesday. 

Four UJS. marines, two U.S. 
businessmen and seven Latin 
American civilians 1 were killed 
when rebel gunmen opened fire 
on sidewalk cafes in a fashionable 
district of San Salvador. 

Mr. Villacona’s remarks in a 
telephone conversation from his 


home in Costa Rica followed a 
MPSC announcement published 
in a newspaper here which called 
the June 19 attack “a terrorist act- 
ion which, besides violating the 
Geneva Convention for human 
warfare, does not contribute any- 
thing towards the achievement of 
peace in the country.*’ 

Mr. Vfllacorta said it was the 
first time in almostsix years of civil 
war that the rebels’ political wing, 
the Revolutionary Democratic 
Front (FDR), had criticised its 
armed sector. 

Army spokesman Major Carlos 
Aviles said the MPSC ann- 
ouncement and Mr. Villaoorta's 
remarks showed that the five 
armed guerrilla groups fighting 
under the banner of the Far- 
abundo Marti National Liberation 
Front (FMLN) were divided.

only “haitP military targets and 
avoiding civilian casualties, an 
ANC official told the AP: "It has 
changed in the sense that we are 
not saying, ‘civilians are not going 
to die.' In the past, we were saying 
the ANC will not deliberately take 
innocent life.

U.S. panel 
passes bill 
on airport 
security 

WASHINGTON (R) — The 
House of Representatives Foreign 
Affairs Committee Tuesday pas- 
sed a bill which cuts off air service 
to countries whose airports do not 
meet U.S. security standards. 

The bill was introduced because 
of concerns raised by the hijacking 
on June 14 of a Trans World Air- , 
lines flight from Athens. The Uni- | 
ted States said security was lax ar 
Athens airport and warned Ame- 
ricans against flying there. 

The bill directs the State Dep- 
artment to determine which int- 
ernational airports do not meet 
U.S. security standards and pub- 
lish a list of those airports. 

If an airport on the list does not 
correct the security problems wit- 
hin 120 days, the president is req- 
uired to prohibit U.S. airlines 
from landing at that airport and to 
bar airlines from that country 
from landing in the Uoited States. 

Airlines from other countries 
which use an airport considered a 
security risk would also not be all- 
owed to land in the United States. 

The president could also bar 
service by airlines from airports 
which are not controlled by the 
government, a provision aimed at 
Beirut airport which is controlled 
by the Amal Shi’ite militia rather 
than the Lebanese government. 

Committee chairman Dame 
Fascell, a Florida Democrat, said 
the b01 would demonstrate the 
need for other countries to imp- 
rove their air security. 

- “This is tough legislation,” Mr. 
Fascell said. 

Officials of the Stale and Tra- 
nsportation departments said they 
supported the legislation in gen- 
eral, but had reservations about 
publishing the names of airports 
with poor security because they 
feared this might invite hijackings. 

The bill also calls for a study on 
the use of armed sky marshalls cm 
international flights. 

The bill now goes to the full 
House of Representatives. Similar 
legislation has been introduced in 
the Senate. 

Meanwhile, a report issued 
Tuesday urged a massive buOding 
programme to provide attack- 
proof US. missions abroad. 

The report to Secretary of State 
George Shultz recommended that 
a large number of US. diplomatic 
buildings abroad “be replaced by 
more physically secure sites and 
buildings^” 

The report by a panel headed 
by former Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) Deputy Director 
Bobby Inman, gave no details of 
how many new embassies were 
contemplated or how much the 
recommended programme would

Canadian

VANCOUVER. British Col- 
umbia (AP) — The Royal Can- 
adian Mounted Police (ROMP) 
were told three weeks ago that Lai 
Singh, one of two fugitives sought 
in Sunday’s apparent airline bom- 
bings, was in Vancouver, sources 
in die Sikh community say. 

The sources, who do not want to 
be identified for fear of retaliation 
by Sikh extremists, said the 
RCMP was tipped off about Lai 
Singh's presence before Indian 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi vis- 
ited the United Slates two weeks 
ago. 

Vancouver RCMP spokesman 
Lyman Heoscfael said he could 
neither confirm nor deny the pol- 
ice bad been informed of Lai 
Singh's presence in Vancouver. 

An international police team is 
seeking Lai Singh and A mm and 
Singh for questioning about the 
incidents. 

Air India officials believe the 
bomb that exploded at Tokyo's 
Narita airport after being unl- 
oaded from a Canadian Pacific Air 
flight from Vancouver was int- 
ended to go off on Air India's 
Tokyo-Bangkok-Bombajt flight 
Japanese police and L ingam 
Dara, Air. India's Tokyo rep- 
resentative. said Monday that an 
A. Singh and an L. Singh were 
booked on CP Air Flight 003 from 
Vancouver to Tokyo. They were 
then scheduled to transfer to Air 
India Flight 301 and fly to Ban- 
gkok. 

The two were the only pas- 
sengers who did not show up for 
the flight, said Mr. Dara. 

However, their luggage appears 
to have been loaded on to the CP 
Air flight he said. 

Flight 301 was due to leave 
Tokyo about two hours after the 
anival of CP Air Flight 003. The 
bomb, contained in luggage from 
Flight 003. exploded, killing two 
baggage handlers and wounding 
four others. 

Less than an hour later. Air 
India Flight 182 from Toronto to 
Bombay via London crashed off 
the Irish coast, killing 329 pas- 
sengers, 280 of them Canadians. 

Lai Singh and Ammand Singh, 
not related, have been charged by 
U.S. authorities with plotting to 
kill Mr. Gandhi and with plotting 
attacks on Indian government tar- 
gets. 

Vancouver lawyer Ujjal Dos- 
anjb said Monday RCMP had 
been told one of the two fugitives 
was in Canada and likely Van- 
couver. 

He said he knows of a peison, 
whom he refused to identify, who 
phoned RCMP here and tola them 
the fugitive was hiding in the Sikh 
community. 

Indian police said a Sikh youth 
carrying a revolver in a briefcase 
was arrested Monday night while 
trying to board an Indian Airlines 
flight in the central Indian city of 
Indore. Indian Airlines is the nat- 
ion's domestic carrier. 

Reuter adds from Tokyo: An 
RCMP police detective arrived 
here Wednesday to look for links 
between the bomb blast at Tokyo 
and the Air India crash. 

A Canadian embassy spo- 
kesman told Reuters the inv- 
estigator joined an official of Can- 
ada's Transport Ministry probing 
the explosion. The spokesman 
declined to give their names. 
Japanese police insisted th 


the Narita bomb with the Air 
India crash. 

The only known fact about the 
two suspected Sikhs was that nei- 
ther of them went through imm- 
igration gates at Narita after the 
blast. 

It could not be determined whe- 
ther they had stayed behind at 
Vancouver or had slipped out of 
Tokyo. 

Further conf u si o n was provided 
by officials of Northwest Airlines 
who told reporters a passenger lis- 
ted as A. Singh flew in from San 
Francisco. on June 22 and left for 
Manila from Narita a few hours 
after die bomb blast.

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
Jordanian Prime Minister Zatd 
Rifai Tuesday joined the leaders 
of seven nations from Africa, 
North and South America and 
Asia and have called on all mem- 
ber states “to recommit the- 
mselves to the United Nations and 
the principles of the charter.” 

The appeal was issued in con- 
junction with ceremonies on 
Wednesday in San Francisco cel- 
ebrating (he 40th anniversary of 
the signing of the U.N. Charter in 
that city. 

It was signed by presidents and 
prime ministers including Raul 
Alfonsin of Argentina, Fred Sin- 
owatz of Austria, Martin Brian 
Mulroney of Canada, Dato Sevi 
Mahathi Ibn Mohammad of Mal- 
aysia, Abdou Diouf of Senegal, 


Olof Palme of Sweden and Dr. Jul- 
ius Nyerere of Tanzania. 

The leaders said the Security 
Council must enhance Hs capacity 
to deal with crisis situations ana 
that a meeting should be held at 
the highest level “for the adoption 
of concrete measures to str- 
engthen , the council's eff- 
ectiveness'.” 

Parties to a conflict should 
make constructive use of the ser- 
vices of the secretary -general, 
they said. 

The eight said U.N. pea- 
cekeeping forces, “an important 
instrument to improve . int- 
ernational security,” should have 
a dear mandate, adequate means 
to fulfill it, and sound financial 
backing. 


Gorbachev to visit Paris in 
autumn, French legislator says 


PARIS (AP) — Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev will visit Fra- 
nce in the autumn, the head of the 
National Assembly's foreign aff- 
airs committee said Tuesday. 

Claude Estier said the inf- 
ormation was given to Jean-Louis 
Blanco, chief of staff at the pre- 
sidential Elysee Palace, tty former 
Soviet Ambassador Stephan Che- 
rvonenko, who was scheduled to 
see President Francois Mitterrand 
on Wednesday afternoon. Mr. 
Chervonenko is in Paris with a 
Soviet parliamentary delegation.

The official China Daily said two thirds of China's 
116 refrigerator factories would stop production and plans for 
new plants would be put on ice. Western diplomats said demand 
for refrigerators was greater than supply at present but the aut- 
horities were concerned that massive over-production would res- 
ult if controls were not introduced.
